The Chair laid House Bills 5047 and 5048 before the committee.

HB 5047 Huizenga Economic development; other; jobs for Michigan fund; create and
fund the commercialization of competitive edge technologies.

HB 5048 Huizenga State; funds; securitization of tobacco funds; provide for.

Mitch Bean, Director of the House Fiscal Agency, gave a presentation on the securitization of
tobacco settlement revenue. Questions and discussion followed.

1.  Amend page 10, line 8, after “1963” by inserting “OR AN INDEPENDENT
NONPROFIT DEGREE-GRANTING INSTITUTION OF POSTSECONDARY
EDUCATION IN THISSTATE THAT ISAPPROVED BY THE STATE BOARD OF
EDUCATION.”.

Theissuance of bonds by the authority under this act
is subject to the agency financing reporting act, 2002 PA 470, MCL 129.171 to 129.177.".
